NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y. (m 


— Niagara Falls may be in for 
another spectacular face lift- 
ing. 


Engineers eyed a widening 


crevice extending about 20 feet 
back from the crestline of the 
American side of the falls today 
and said it threatened a new 
rockfall. 


The Niagara Frontier State 


Parks Commission said 
last 


night that the crack was 
an 


old one that had been observed 
before, but it apparently had 
been growing bigger in 
tha 


past day or two. 


'If a rockfall occurs, it will 


make another definite change 
in the face of the falls,' 'Jo- 
seph Davis commission chair- 
man, said. 


A park policeman said that 


an unfamiliar spute of water 
"kicking up in the air" from 
the Niagara River current drew 
his attention to the widening 
fissure, about 60 to 75 feet off- 
shore from the American main- 
land. 


A rockfall from the 
crack 


would take out a huge triangu- 
lar portion of the crestline, ob- 
servers said, given the brink 
a more "orderly" or straight- 
line appearance. 


The rushing Niagara 
has 


gouged two big bites from the, 
falls in recent months. 
The 


most spectacular was the col- 
lapse into the river gorge of 
185,000 tons of reck last July 
28 from Prospect Point, 
the 


famed observation area on the 
American mainland. 


And last Dec. 4, about 15,- 


000 tons of rock roared down 
not far from the present fis- 
sure. That rockfall caused lit- 
tle change in the appearance 
of the cataract.

'irst- opportunity that characterizes 
he American soldier." 
But diplomatically he refrained 


'rom mentioning that this sudden 
sattlefield prize became for a fe.w 
days quite a hot potato at his own 
wartime headquarters.

Should the small American spear- 


head have seized the bridge on its 
own initiative? One office'-, 
who 


knew of the impending bit cross- 
ing 
planned 
farther north 
by 


SHAEF. confessed later bis first, 
jomenlary reaction to the news his 
men had seized a bridge intact was 
this: 


"What did the beys go and do 


that for? 
Now we'll all be 
in 


trouble. 


A high operations officer 
from 


SHAEF was present when Brad- 
ley, 
highly delighted, heard 
the 


news. When this officer minimized 
the importance of the bridge's cap 
ture, saying it didn't fit into "the 
Big Plan" — the Montgomery plan- 
Bradley indignantly demanded: 


"What the hell do you want us 


to 
do — pull back and blow it 


up?" 


Eisenhower himself saw the mili- 


tary possibilities at once and or- 
dered the-bridgehead strengthened 
immediately. Later, overriding his 
SHAEF staff exponents of "the 
Big Plan," he sided with Bradley 
and others who had favored a dou- 
ble- 
pincers 
attack 
across 
the 


Rhine. In his memoirs Eisenhower 
credits the Remagen bridge seiz- 
ure with shortening the war. 
'Thus did a relative handful 
of 


troops, men with the enrage and 
enterprise to seize a golden mo- 
ment, change history. 


Today many of the survivors 


lave been honored with medals. 
Equal honor is owed to the mem- 
ory .of dozens of American Army 
engineers, who repaired the bridge 
under shellfire 
for 10 previous 


days 
and lost their lives .rwhen it 


collapsed into Ihe Rhine. 
r 


NO medal went to the German 


major who had been ordered to 
alow up the bridge, and didn't quite 
succeed. There is no possible ex- 
cuse in the German Army for fail- 
ng to blow a bridge across the 
Rhine. 


He was tried ?nd shot, and it 


didn't take very long. Somehow, 
.ooking back at the Remagen story, 
which I helped cover 10 years ago 
as a war reporter, I cannot escape 
a feeling of regret at the German 
najor's penalty. Fate -it him in 
.he wrong place at the wrong time, 
and 
he paid a high price 
for 


some bad battlefield luck. He left, 
[ believe, a family.

need, of, before ye ask Him" (Matt- 
hew 6:5-15). 


Jesus ..Himself '. went into 
the 


mountains to .pray (Matthew 14: 
23) apart from His disciples; and 
though they ' watched weariediy 
and unlaithfujly, His prayer' in 
the agony . of Gethsemane was 
alone and in .secret 


But Jesus, when He commend- 


ed secret prayer, was contrasting 
true prayer with the osentatious 
and. false 
piety . of those who 


prayed to be seen of men. 


•If true prayer was in secret, its 


reward was openly. The prayer 
that He taught was to , "Our Fa- 
t)]er," not.to MY 'Father. Even 
in the. secret. place-the one who 
prayed was bound to -his 'fellows:; 
and from the prayer apart in the

carrie down to 


speak'to the common people, who 
heard Him -gladly.

highly delighted, heard 
the 


news. When this officer minimized 
the importance of the bridge's cap 
ture, saying it didn't fit into "the 
Big Plan" — the Montgomery plan- 
Bradley indignantly demanded: 


"What the hell do you want us 


to 
do — pull back and blow it 


up?" 


Eisenhower himself saw the mili- 


tary possibilities at once and or- 
dered the-bridgehead strengthened 
immediately. Later, overriding his 
SHAEF staff exponents of "the 
Big Plan," he sided with Bradley 
and others who had favored a dou-

Rhine. In his memoirs Eisenhower 
credits the Remagen bridge seiz- 
ure with shortening the war.

Today many of the survivors 


lave been honored with medals. 
Equal honor is owed to the mem- 
ory .of dozens of American Army

collapsed into Ihe Rhine.

NO medal went to the German 


major who had been ordered to 
alow up the bridge, and didn't quite 
succeed. There is no possible ex- 
cuse in the German Army for fail- 
ng to blow a bridge across the 
Rhine. 


He was tried ?nd shot, and it 


didn't take very long. Somehow, 
.ooking back at the Remagen story, 
which I helped cover 10 years ago 
as a war reporter, I cannot escape 
a feeling of regret at the German 
najor's penalty. Fate -it him in 
.he wrong place at the wrong time, 
and 
he paid a high price 
for 


some bad battlefield luck. He left,

Christian is in its essential nature 
an-act of fellowship. 


Not so, ostensibly. 
For Jesus 


commended 
prayer in 
secret 


with the disciple 
'going into his. 


closet, shutting the: door, and so. 
praying to God without vain re- 
petitions, with prayer. apparently 
as a meditation and a discipline, 
in the knowledge that "your Fath- 
er knoweth what things ye have 
need, of, before ye ask Him" (Matt- 
hew 6:5-15). 


Jesus ..Himself '. went into 
the 


mountains to .pray (Matthew 14: 
23) apart from His disciples; and 
though they ' watched weariediy 
and unlaithfujly, His prayer' in 
the agony . of Gethsemane was 
alone and in .secret 


But Jesus, when He commend- 


ed secret prayer, was contrasting 
true prayer with the osentatious 
and. false 
piety . of those who 


prayed to be seen of men. 


•If true prayer was in secret, its 


reward was openly. The prayer 
that He taught was to , "Our Fa- 
t)]er," not.to MY 'Father. Even 
in the. secret. place-the one who 
prayed was bound to -his 'fellows:; 
and from the prayer apart in the 
mountain Jesus 
carrie down to 


speak'to the common people, who 
heard Him -gladly. 


His 8e,er6t prayer 
seemed re- 


lated to his public .ministry. And 
our secret prayer 
, must be re 


la.ted to,our daijy living. 


For what should 
w;e pray in 


secret, if it is rtot fpr strength, 
wisdom and guidance 
for the 


round of daily living? ' 


What did' Jesus say about the 


content of 'our 
prayers, apart 


from the guidance and principles 
of'the Lord's Prayer; the prayer 
He gave in reply to the disciples' 
request, "Lord teach us to pi-ay"? 


"Watch and pray," said Jesus, 
"that ye enter 
not into tempta- 


tion." Forewarned, in the famous 
precept, is forearmed That is a 
phase of secret, prayer and pre- 
paration. 
"Pray for them which despite- 


fully use you, and, persecute," He 
said. 
And one can hardly over- 


estimate the 
value and impor- 


tance of that injunction, and its 
place in prayer. It is 'one of the 
outstanding 
distinctions 
that 


mark the Kingdom of Christ and 
its principles from the 
attitudes 


and motives 
(hat commonly af- 


fect men in the kingdoms of the 
world. Good psychology, as well 
as spiritual authority, is. on the 
side of the Master. 


The:Bible has a great deal to 


say about how to deal with ene- 
mies, and good men must have 
had a gr^at many enemies, judg- 
ing from the common 
and fre- 


quent mention 
of enemies, in the 


Psalms 
and elsewhere, AH 
the 


good counsel in the Old Testament 
was reinforced in the teaching 
of 


Jesus.

NEW YORK (M— The surprise 


capture of ihe Rcmagen 
bridge 


across the Rhine 10 years ago is 
now accopfed as one of the stun- 
ning feats in military history. 


But when it actually happened it 


s hard to say who \vas dismayed 
most by it—the German enemy or 
ome of the top Allied strategists. 
At an anniversary reunion 
this 


week President 
Eisenhower hon- 


ored 12 heroes who were among 
;he 
first to cross 
and seize the 


sridgo. Warmly he assured 
them 


.hat their action typified "the dash, 
he ingenuity, the readiness at the 
'irst- opportunity that characterizes 
he American soldier." 
But diplomatically he refrained 


'rom mentioning that this sudden 
sattlefield prize became for a fe.w 
days quite a hot potato at his own 
wartime headquarters. The 
big 


question: What to do with 
the 


bridge? 


Some military strategists, 
like 


vives at housccle&ning time, hate 
o change their tidy plans, no mat- 
er for what reason. That's why 
he unexpected capture of the Re- 
magen bridge upset and even 
an- 


loyed some Allied chieftains. 


Here was the situation in early 


945: 
Nobody expected to breach the 


ancient barrier of the Rhne ex- 
cept as a result of a mighty effort,;. 
A big plan had been laid to make 
he crossing, in Field Marshall Mont 
gomery's sector, 
. 


Most British—and some Ameri- 
an—adviser to Eisenhower 
at 
chaef were pressing him to mass 
he Allied strength behind 
Mont; 


{ornery in a 
single big 
march 


acros Germanym 


But Gen. Omar Nelson Bradley 


and other Amerian field 
corri£ 


mandefs'favored another 
plan. 


Sradley himself wanted 
also 
to 


cross the 
Rhine with 
his group^ 


wing north, link up with Mont,- 
gomery and thus pocket the Ruhr, 
Sermany's industrial heart.

iwiftly they actually had gone 
be-

man engineers, led by a major, 
rantically tried to destroy 
the 


udendorff railway bridge. 
Two 


explosions weakened the structure. 
But before they could complete the 


job, American gunfire drove thorn 
off. The Yanks raced <b the 
far 


side of the Rhine. 


Should the small American spear- 


head have seized the bridge on its 
own initiative? One office'-, 
who 


knew of the impending bit cross- 
ing 
planned 
farther north 
by 


SHAEF. confessed later bis first, 
jomenlary reaction to the news his 
men had seized a bridge intact was 
this: 


"What did the beys go and do 


that for? 
Now we'll all be 
in 


trouble. 


A high operations officer 
from 


SHAEF was present when Brad- 
ley, 
highly delighted, heard 
the 


news. When this officer minimized 
the importance of the bridge's cap 
ture, saying it didn't fit into "the 
Big Plan" — the Montgomery plan- 
Bradley indignantly demanded: 


"What the hell do you want us 


to 
do — pull back and blow it 


up?" 


Eisenhower himself saw the mili- 


tary possibilities at once and or- 
dered the-bridgehead strengthened 
immediately. Later, overriding his 
SHAEF staff exponents of "the 
Big Plan," he sided with Bradley 
and others who had favored a dou- 
ble- 
pincers 
attack 
across 
the 


Rhine. In his memoirs Eisenhower 
credits the Remagen bridge seiz- 
ure with shortening the war. 
'Thus did a relative handful 
of 


troops, men with the enrage and 
enterprise to seize a golden mo- 
ment, change history. 


Today many of the survivors 


lave been honored with medals. 
Equal honor is owed to the mem- 
ory .of dozens of American Army 
engineers, who repaired the bridge 
under shellfire 
for 10 previous 


days 
and lost their lives .rwhen it 


collapsed into Ihe Rhine. 
r 


NO medal went to the German 


major who had been ordered to 
alow up the bridge, and didn't quite 
succeed. There is no possible ex- 
cuse in the German Army for fail- 
ng to blow a bridge across the 
Rhine. 


He was tried ?nd shot, and it 


didn't take very long. Somehow, 
.ooking back at the Remagen story, 
which I helped cover 10 years ago 
as a war reporter, I cannot escape 
a feeling of regret at the German 
najor's penalty. Fate -it him in 
.he wrong place at the wrong time, 
and 
he paid a high price 
for 


some bad battlefield luck. He left, 
[ believe, a family.

closet, shutting the: door, and so. 
praying to God without vain re- 
petitions, with prayer. apparently 
as a meditation and a discipline, 
in the knowledge that "your Fath- 
er knoweth what things ye have 
need, of, before ye ask Him" (Matt- 
hew 6:5-15). 


Jesus ..Himself '. went into 
the 


mountains to .pray (Matthew 14: 
23) apart from His disciples; and 
though they ' watched weariediy 
and unlaithfujly, His prayer' in 
the agony . of Gethsemane was 
alone and in .secret 


But Jesus, when He commend- 


ed secret prayer, was contrasting 
true prayer with the osentatious 
and. false 
piety . of those who 


prayed to be seen of men. 


•If true prayer was in secret, its 


reward was openly. The prayer 
that He taught was to , "Our Fa- 
t)]er," not.to MY 'Father. Even 
in the. secret. place-the one who 
prayed was bound to -his 'fellows:; 
and from the prayer apart in the 
mountain Jesus 
carrie down to 


speak'to the common people, who 
heard Him -gladly. 


His 8e,er6t prayer 
seemed re- 


lated to his public .ministry. And 
our secret prayer 
, must be re 


la.ted to,our daijy living. 


For what should 
w;e pray in 


secret, if it is rtot fpr strength, 
wisdom and guidance 
for the 


round of daily living? ' 


What did' Jesus say about the 


content of 'our 
prayers, apart 


from the guidance and principles 
of'the Lord's Prayer; the prayer 
He gave in reply to the disciples' 
request, "Lord teach us to pi-ay"? 


"Watch and pray," said Jesus, 
"that ye enter 
not into tempta- 


tion." Forewarned, in the famous 
precept, is forearmed That is a 
phase of secret, prayer and pre- 
paration. 
"Pray for them which despite- 


fully use you, and, persecute," He 
said. 
And one can hardly over- 


estimate the 
value and impor- 


tance of that injunction, and its 
place in prayer. It is 'one of the 
outstanding 
distinctions 
that 


mark the Kingdom of Christ and

SHAEF. confessed later bis first, 
jomenlary reaction to the news his 
men had seized a bridge intact was 
this: 


"What did the beys go and do 


that for? 
Now we'll all be 
in 


trouble. 


A high operations officer 
from 


SHAEF was present when Brad- 
ley, 
highly delighted, heard 
the 


news. When this officer minimized 
the importance of the bridge's cap 
ture, saying it didn't fit into "the 
Big Plan" — the Montgomery plan- 
Bradley indignantly demanded: 


"What the hell do you want us 


to 
do — pull back and blow it 


up?" 


Eisenhower himself saw the mili- 


tary possibilities at once and or- 
dered the-bridgehead strengthened 
immediately. Later, overriding his 
SHAEF staff exponents of "the 
Big Plan," he sided with Bradley 
and others who had favored a dou- 
ble- 
pincers 
attack 
across 
the 


Rhine. In his memoirs Eisenhower 
credits the Remagen bridge seiz- 
ure with shortening the war. 
'Thus did a relative handful 
of 


troops, men with the enrage and 
enterprise to seize a golden mo- 
ment, change history. 


Today many of the survivors 


lave been honored with medals. 
Equal honor is owed to the mem- 
ory .of dozens of American Army 
engineers, who repaired the bridge 
under shellfire 
for 10 previous 


days 
and lost their lives .rwhen it 


collapsed into Ihe Rhine. 
r 


NO medal went to the German 


major who had been ordered to 
alow up the bridge, and didn't quite 
succeed. There is no possible ex- 
cuse in the German Army for fail- 
ng to blow a bridge across the 
Rhine. 


He was tried ?nd shot, and it 


didn't take very long. Somehow, 
.ooking back at the Remagen story, 
which I helped cover 10 years ago 
as a war reporter, I cannot escape 
a feeling of regret at the German 
najor's penalty. Fate -it him in 
.he wrong place at the wrong time, 
and 
he paid a high price 
for 


some bad battlefield luck. He left, 
[ believe, a family.

praying to God without vain re- 
petitions, with prayer. apparently 
as a meditation and a discipline, 
in the knowledge that "your Fath- 
er knoweth what things ye have 
need, of, before ye ask Him" (Matt- 
hew 6:5-15). 


Jesus ..Himself '. went into 
the 


mountains to .pray (Matthew 14: 
23) apart from His disciples; and 
though they ' watched weariediy 
and unlaithfujly, His prayer' in 
the agony . of Gethsemane was 
alone and in .secret 


But Jesus, when He commend- 


ed secret prayer, was contrasting 
true prayer with the osentatious 
and. false 
piety . of those who 


prayed to be seen of men. 


•If true prayer was in secret, its 


reward was openly. The prayer 
that He taught was to , "Our Fa- 
t)]er," not.to MY 'Father. Even 
in the. secret. place-the one who 
prayed was bound to -his 'fellows:; 
and from the prayer apart in the 
mountain Jesus 
carrie down to 


speak'to the common people, who 
heard Him -gladly. 


His 8e,er6t prayer 
seemed re- 


lated to his public .ministry. And 
our secret prayer 
, must be re 


la.ted to,our daijy living. 


For what should 
w;e pray in 


secret, if it is rtot fpr strength, 
wisdom and guidance 
for the 


round of daily living? ' 


What did' Jesus say about the 


content of 'our 
prayers, apart 


from the guidance and principles 
of'the Lord's Prayer; the prayer 
He gave in reply to the disciples' 
request, "Lord teach us to pi-ay"? 


"Watch and pray," said Jesus, 
"that ye enter 
not into tempta- 


tion." Forewarned, in the famous 
precept, is forearmed That is a 
phase of secret, prayer and pre- 
paration. 
"Pray for them which despite- 


fully use you, and, persecute," He 
said. 
And one can hardly over- 


estimate the 
value and impor- 


tance of that injunction, and its 
place in prayer. It is 'one of the

ome of the top Allied strategists. 
At an anniversary reunion 
this 


week President 
Eisenhower hon- 


ored 12 heroes who were among 
;he 
first to cross 
and seize the 


sridgo. Warmly he assured 
them 


.hat their action typified "the dash, 
he ingenuity, the readiness at the 
'irst- opportunity that characterizes 
he American soldier." 
But diplomatically he refrained 


'rom mentioning that this sudden 
sattlefield prize became for a fe.w 
days quite a hot potato at his own 
wartime headquarters. The

question: What to do with 
the 


bridge? 


Some military strategists, 
like 


vives at housccle&ning time, hate 
o change their tidy plans, no mat- 
er for what reason. That's why 
he unexpected capture of the Re- 
magen bridge upset and even

loyed some Allied chieftains.

explosions weakened the structure. 
But before they could complete the 


job, American gunfire drove thorn 
off. The Yanks raced <b the

side of the Rhine. 


Should the small American spear- 


head have seized the bridge on its 
own initiative? One office'-, 
who 


knew of the impending bit cross- 
ing 
planned 
farther north 
by 


SHAEF. confessed later bis first, 
jomenlary reaction to the news his 
men had seized a bridge intact was 
this: 


"What did the beys go and do 


that for? 
Now we'll all be 
in 


trouble. 


A high operations officer 
from 


SHAEF was present when Brad- 
ley, 
highly delighted, heard 
the 


news. When this officer minimized 
the importance of the bridge's cap 
ture, saying it didn't fit into "the 
Big Plan" — the Montgomery plan- 
Bradley indignantly demanded: 


"What the hell do you want us 


to 
do — pull back and blow it 


up?" 


Eisenhower himself saw the mili- 


tary possibilities at once and or- 
dered the-bridgehead strengthened 
immediately. Later, overriding his 
SHAEF staff exponents of "the 
Big Plan," he sided with Bradley 
and others who had favored a dou- 
ble- 
pincers 
attack 
across 
the 


Rhine. In his memoirs Eisenhower 
credits the Remagen bridge seiz- 
ure with shortening the war. 
'Thus did a relative handful 
of 


troops, men with the enrage and 
enterprise to seize a golden mo- 
ment, change history. 


Today many of the survivors 


lave been honored with medals. 
Equal honor is owed to the mem- 
ory .of dozens of American Army 
engineers, who repaired the bridge 
under shellfire 
for 10 previous 


days 
and lost their lives .rwhen it 


collapsed into Ihe Rhine. 
r 


NO medal went to the German 


major who had been ordered to 
alow up the bridge, and didn't quite 
succeed. There is no possible ex- 
cuse in the German Army for fail- 
ng to blow a bridge across the 
Rhine. 


He was tried ?nd shot, and it 


didn't take very long. Somehow, 
.ooking back at the Remagen story, 
which I helped cover 10 years ago 
as a war reporter, I cannot escape 
a feeling of regret at the German 
najor's penalty. Fate -it him in 
.he wrong place at the wrong time, 
and 
he paid a high price 
for 


some bad battlefield luck. He left, 
[ believe, a family.

need, of, before ye ask Him" (Matt- 
hew 6:5-15). 


Jesus ..Himself '. went into 
the 


mountains to .pray (Matthew 14: 
23) apart from His disciples; and 
though they ' watched weariediy 
and unlaithfujly, His prayer' in 
the agony . of Gethsemane was 
alone and in .secret 


But Jesus, when He commend- 


ed secret prayer, was contrasting 
true prayer with the osentatious 
and. false 
piety . of those who 


prayed to be seen of men. 


•If true prayer was in secret, its 


reward was openly. The prayer 
that He taught was to , "Our Fa- 
t)]er," not.to MY 'Father. Even 
in the. secret. place-the one who 
prayed was bound to -his 'fellows:; 
and from the prayer apart in the 
mountain Jesus 
carrie down to 


speak'to the common people, who 
heard Him -gladly. 


His 8e,er6t prayer 
seemed re- 


lated to his public .ministry. And 
our secret prayer 
, must be re 


la.ted to,our daijy living. 


For what should 
w;e pray in 


secret, if it is rtot fpr strength, 
wisdom and guidance 
for the 


round of daily living? ' 


What did' Jesus say about the 


content of 'our 
prayers, apart 


from the guidance and principles 
of'the Lord's Prayer; the prayer 
He gave in reply to the disciples' 
request, "Lord teach us to pi-ay"? 


"Watch and pray," said Jesus, 
"that ye enter 
not into tempta- 


tion." Forewarned, in the famous 
precept, is forearmed That is a 
phase of secret, prayer and pre- 
paration. 
"Pray for them which despite- 


fully use you, and, persecute," He 
said. 
And one can hardly over- 


estimate the 
value and impor- 


tance of that injunction, and its 
place in prayer. It is 'one of the 
outstanding 
distinctions 
that 


mark the Kingdom of Christ and 
its principles from the 
attitudes 


and motives 
(hat commonly af- 


fect men in the kingdoms of the 
world. Good psychology, as well 
as spiritual authority, is. on the 
side of the Master. 


The:Bible has a great deal to 


say about how to deal with ene- 
mies, and good men must have 
had a gr^at many enemies, judg- 
ing from the common 
and fre- 


quent mention 
of enemies, in the 


Psalms 
and elsewhere, AH

NEW YORK (M— The surprise 


capture of ihe Rcmagen 
bridge 


across the Rhine 10 years ago is 
now accopfed as one of the stun- 
ning feats in military history. 


But when it actually happened it 


s hard to say who \vas dismayed 
most by it—the German enemy or 
ome of the top Allied strategists. 
At an anniversary reunion 
this 


week President 
Eisenhower hon- 


ored 12 heroes who were among 
;he 
first to cross 
and seize the 


sridgo. Warmly he assured 
them 


.hat their action typified "the dash, 
he ingenuity, the readiness at the 
'irst- opportunity that characterizes 
he American soldier." 
But diplomatically he refrained 


'rom mentioning that this sudden 
sattlefield prize became for a fe.w 
days quite a hot potato at his own 
wartime headquarters. The 
big 


question: What to do with 
the 


bridge? 


Some military strategists, 
like 


vives at housccle&ning time, hate 
o change their tidy plans, no mat- 
er for what reason. That's why 
he unexpected capture of the Re- 
magen bridge upset and even 
an- 


loyed some Allied chieftains. 


Here was the situation in early 


945: 
Nobody expected to breach the 


ancient barrier of the Rhne ex- 
cept as a result of a mighty effort,;. 
A big plan had been laid to make 
he crossing, in Field Marshall Mont 
gomery's sector,

Two 


explosions weakened the structure. 
But before they could complete the 


job, American gunfire drove thorn 
off. The Yanks raced <b the 
far 


side of the Rhine. 


Should the small American spear- 


head have seized the bridge on its 
own initiative? One office'-, 
who 


knew of the impending bit cross- 
ing 
planned 
farther north 
by 


SHAEF. confessed later bis first, 
jomenlary reaction to the news his 
men had seized a bridge intact was 
this: 


"What did the beys go and do 


that for? 
Now we'll all be 
in 


trouble. 


A high operations officer 
from 


SHAEF was present when Brad- 
ley, 
highly delighted, heard 
the 


news. When this officer minimized 
the importance of the bridge's cap 
ture, saying it didn't fit into "the 
Big Plan" — the Montgomery plan- 
Bradley indignantly demanded: 


"What the hell do you want us 


to 
do — pull back and blow it 


up?" 


Eisenhower himself saw the mili- 


tary possibilities at once and or- 
dered the-bridgehead strengthened 
immediately. Later, overriding his 
SHAEF staff exponents of "the 
Big Plan," he sided with Bradley 
and others who had favored a dou- 
ble- 
pincers 
attack 
across 
the 


Rhine. In his memoirs Eisenhower 
credits the Remagen bridge seiz- 
ure with shortening the war. 
'Thus did a relative handful 
of 


troops, men with the enrage and 
enterprise to seize a golden mo- 
ment, change history. 


Today many of the survivors 


lave been honored with medals. 
Equal honor is owed to the mem- 
ory .of dozens of American Army 
engineers, who repaired the bridge 
under shellfire 
for 10 previous 


days 
and lost their lives .rwhen it 


collapsed into Ihe Rhine. 
r 


NO medal went to the German 


major who had been ordered to 
alow up the bridge, and didn't quite 
succeed. There is no possible ex- 
cuse in the German Army for fail- 
ng to blow a bridge across the 
Rhine. 


He was tried ?nd shot, and it 


didn't take very long. Somehow, 
.ooking back at the Remagen story, 
which I helped cover 10 years ago 
as a war reporter, I cannot escape 
a feeling of regret at the German 
najor's penalty. Fate -it him in 
.he wrong place at the wrong time, 
and 
he paid a high price 
for 


some bad battlefield luck. He left, 
[ believe, a family.

cause heavy winds break up those 
huge off shore 
rafts of fowl that 


have 
been 
tantalizing him for 


weeks. Then he gels 
bunch after 


bunch of birds to look over his de- 
coys in the cove and a fat bag that 
makes up for the soaking.

shooting rice-fed mallards in

Arkansas pinoak 
country.
